1. Current regulation requires 
that employment offers be made 
in writing by the employer，but 十 
is_ not necessary to have it done 
on 8a Special form，or to have 让 
swWworn to. The proposed rules w 记 
reqtire the einployer to Use a 
Drescribed form，which has thei 
to be notarized. 


2. 了 Existing regulations do not 
limit who may offer assurances of 
support in the form of an affi- 
davit.

.3. A _ visa applicant who cannot 

establish that he will have an 
income above the Doverty guide- 
line as defined by the Office of 
Economic _ Opportunity，and is 
without other adequate means of 
support,， will be denied a visa. 


4. Visa applicants over 65 who 
do not have adequate means of 
Support will need to have a 
$5,000 public charge bond put up 
for them. Children w 鹿 need a 
$2,000 bond.

China w 鹿 reward San Franclsco 
with a glimpse of China' s great- 
est archaeological artifacts this 
Summer. 

“The 了 xhibitipn of Archaeo- 
logical Finds frorm the People s 
Republic of China， the Fremier 
event in the series of cultural ex- 
changes between that country 
and the U.S. so far，presents the 
most remarkablje objects un- 
earthed by the Chinese in their 
program of controlled excava- 
tions begun in 1949. Already, the 
exhibit has attracted thousands 
of people in Paris，London，Vien- 
na, Stockholm，Toronate，and 
Washington; crowds in Toronto 
stood in the rain for blocks wait- 
ing to be admitted, and in Wash- 
ington, morethan 14,300 persons 
saw the exhibition on _ a single 
day-. IMPRESSIVE 

The exhibit comprises 385 Chi- 
nese art and archaeological arti- 
facts. Among the bronzes，Ppot- 
tery，porcelain and textlles which 
range from prehistory to the 
Yuan Dynasty (which ended in 
the late 14th century)are two ex- - 
ceptionally impressive finds: the 
famous bronze galloping horse， 
and the 2000-year-old jade burial 
suit of Princess Tou Wan 

The story of tbhe jatter prize 
dates back to the Western Han 
Dynasty (206 B.C. to 24 A.D.) 
when two royal tombs were built， 
one for Liu Sheng, the elder half- 
brother -of the great 了 mperor 
Wu-Ti, and the other for his con- 
sort，the Princess Tou Wan，Lin 
Sheng is remembered for his de- 
bauchery 一 an early historian re- 
corded that he was…overly fond 
of wine and women ”一 and in- 
deed his tomb was lined with 
hundreds of pots' for food and 


人 MAGICAL 

When the tombs were discov- 
ered-by soldiers on maneuvers in 
1968, archaeologists painstaking- 
ly removed the two bodies en- 
cased in mummy suits made of 
jade. The suits supposedly had 
magical powers in preserVing the 
bodies; unfortunately，both had 
collapsed and the bodies turned 
to dust. Still, Princess Tou Wan's 
Suit in the exhibition is awesome 
enough. It is made of 2,156 jade 
wafers sewn with gold wire; its 
aceeSssories incljude “heavenly” 
jade crescents and a head-rest of 
gilded bronze inlaid with jade. 

The exhibition，described -as 
”priceless”and indemnified for 
$50 milllon，is _ currently on dis- 
play in Kansas City. Originally, 计 
Was to return to Peking June 8&, 
but China agreed to extend the 
exhibition for a two-month stay 
here beginning June 28，wehre ii 
Will be sponsored by the Asian 
Art Commission，the National 
Endowment for the Humanities， 
the San Francisco Foundation， 
IBM Corporation，the Bank of 
America Foundation，and the 
Standard Oil Company of Califor- 
nia . 

The Asian Art Museum in 
Golden Gate Park will house the 
exhibit，and there will be no 
charge tothe public. 
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Vashington-Peking Relations 


Jn spite of recent reverIses in Washington-Peking relations， 
as eVidenced by the cancellation of the Performing Arts 
Troupe s U.S. tour and the continuous massive American 
loans to Taiwan, the basic U.S. policy of normalization of rela- 
tions with Peking, atthis time, seems unchanged. 


-” President Ford's State of the World message clearly re- 
affirmed his_ commitment to the principles of the Shanghai 
Communique. The initial appointment of Secretary of Agricu]- 
tare 了 arl 工 _ Butz to attend the funeral of Chiang 开 ai-shek 
underlines the White House's effort to play down its tie with 
Taipei. With the exception of the Performing Arts Troupe inci- 
dent, the continuing flow of visiting delegations to and from 
both nations attests to the fact that normalization of relations 
is of mutual interest and concern to both nations. 


了 Even on the incident of the Performing Arts Troupe，we are 
ofthe opinion thatiftheU.S. side had not objected to the pro- 
gram content'atsuch a late date, there would have been room 
for negotiation. We do not believe that the Chinese side pur- 
posely inserted a song abouit the Taiwanese to embarrass the 
Americans. The Chinese are adept at shading nuances. When 
the former Prime Minister Tanaka of Japan visited Peking,， he 
Was greeted by the Chinese national anthem, originally an 
anti-Japanese song. The anthem was played instrumentally: 
nobody sang the militant lyrics, and we understood . 


Hthe Chinese can handle this diplomatically-awkward situa- - 


tion, they could certainly have found a way to solve a problem 
with onljy one of hundreds of songs 一 过 the State Department 
had objected earjlier. 


HI both sides have indeed not backed down on normalizing 
relations, then we should prepare for the next move along this 
line. President Ford's Peking trip at the end of this year w 订 
not be simnpjy a sight-seeing tour. He will make further agree- 
ments with the Chinese. What type of accords? We do not 
know. Some suggest formal recognition，which would reduce 
the American embassy in Taipei to the status of a liaison 
office. Some suggest favorabjle trade agreement，which would 
benefit two-way business transactions. Any agreements less 
than the above do not warrant a presidential journey-.

“prince clidque.”(This refers to those Nationalists loyal to Chiang Kai-shek 
and others who are loyal to his son Chiang Chirig-kuo.) The following 
“facts” were cited as examples of the conflicts: 

1、One governmental departmentin Taipei agreed to assist the building 
of the ChineseCulture Center (of San Francisca)， butthe Plans were vetoed 


.byanother departmient.Asaresult, Taipei ceased its assistance. 


2. Taipei's Foreign Ministry (under the.…prince clique”) had reap- 
pointed Yin-shou Che as Consul General of San Francisco, but was op- 
posed by those of the…emperor cligque.” As aresult, the appointment was 
withdraywn. 

3. Taipei's one department agreed to help the expansion of the Chitnese 
Hospital，but 直 was-opposed by another department. 


We have investigated the so-called“facts”'as listed above, We can say 
that the first item is indeed a fact. But the reason Was not becatuse of fac- 


tional conflicts within the Nationalist Party. It was due to the Nationalists” 
dislike of 可 . 玉 . Choy and William Wu. The second point looks like a con- 
flict between the “emperor” and the“prince” cliques.But actually it had 
to do with the personality of one individual. Some didn't like Yin-shou 


Che's style when he was in San Francisco, so they opposed his reappoint- 


ment. The third point is entirely groundless frumor. Not one organization 
in Taipei has expressed a willingness to help the Hospital's Out-patient 
Clinic. 


The Year of the Dragon

5 The Play presented a penetrating insight into the dilemma of 
an Asian American who needs to be recognized not only as a suc- 


cessful Chinese (in a Chinatown society)，but a successful Chinese 


in an American society. Frank Chin's*play，through the effective 
device of caricature characterization，intensely dramatizes the 
conflict between father and son- or man and society. Ia pathetic 
Scene preceding the finale，the protagonist，portrayed by George 
Takei，is on his knee begging for his father's approval and 
recognition of his_forty years of filial loyalty' in which he provided 
the sole ecoriomic means for the family's survival. The father re- 
sponds in a mindless stereotype image of one who is dedicated to 
the Confucian idqeal that a son should obey his father's wish by 
pursuing an “esteemed” occupation. Thus, through obedience, the 
son becomes the prime example of filial piety. 

This riglid stereotyping of the father s demand on his son is remi- 
niscent of the older cultural family' values in China which is not 


always possible nor workable in either society in the development - 


of self-esteem，a trait highly prized in the older societies. This 
narrow pursuit of an “esteemed”Pprofession is realistically depicted 
in the classic Chinese novel，namely “The Dream of the Red 
“Chamber…. . . [Unlike the mythical Pao Yu, the protagonist in the 
:Classic novell,G. Takei (Fred) decides to counter reject his father's 
repetitious and stereotype demamnd: “You're my son，you do as 工 
say!”by rebelling vehemently:“I am not your Son! TI am not your 
son! ”Thus，the play ends with an unfulfilling resolution。. The 
father dies during his son's passionate cries. The son's forty years 
of filial loyajlty goes unrecognized . 

Fred's frustrations _ are further reinforced by his- decision to 
remain in Chinatown on the rationajlization ,and paradox that his 
success as a Writer and tourist guide is the only resolution to his 
problem of economic survival. Fred's decision reflects his unwill- 
ingness to perceive the possibility of a newer，although threaten- 
ing，and broader horizon of experiences outside of the Chinatowmn 
ghetto. Hence, his decision to remain will intensify his anti-self and 
father feelings which is bitterly expressed in the underlying mes- 
sage of the lengthy monologue in the introduction of the play. 


Erank Chin's message reveals the_ pathetic plight of an Asian 
American who is caught between his love for his father and the 
animosity towards his father's unrelenting image of filial piety. 
There is much more to be said of Chin:s play which exemplifies a 
"cross-cultural conflict between 了 Eastern and Western values: the 
了 Eastern value of obedience and filial piety Which conflicts and 
contradicts with the Western values and belief in the development 
and acceptance of one's unique experiences and capabilities 
through self-knowledge and experimentation without the constant 
sanctions and approval by one's parents，other authority figures or 
society.

HONG KONG 一 Ten former 
Natiotialist ranking officers re- 
leased a month ago ( 卫 /W 3/26/ 
75) arrived in Hong Kong April 
14 en route to Taiwan. At the 
Chinese border station Shum- 
chun，the men were given 
了 KEK$2,000 (US$450) each and 
new suits by the Chirnese author- 
ity. They were also issued travel- 
ing documents which include re- 
entry permits good for Six 
months. The men were assured 
that they can still appjly to return 
to China after expiration of the 
permit. 

The ten were generals and 
colonels in the Nationalist army 
and intelljigence organizations be- 
fore they were captured. Classi- 
fied as “war criminals” by the 
Tew government, these national- 
jsts spent more than 28 years in 
Prison ，

Unearthed in China 


HONG KONG 一 A fairly well- 
Teserved Chinese sea-boat of 
the Sung dynasty (AD 960-1279) 
Was unearthed in Chuanchou 
Bay，Eukien province， Chinese 
archaeological workers alsofound 
yaluable relics in the boat，ac- 
cording to Ta Kung Pao. 
The boat lay under more than 
Six feet of silt at a Southwestern 
beach in the Houchu harbor of 
Chuanchou Bay. The 13-cabin 
Structure remains fairly complete 
except for the surfaces. The hull 
imeasures 24.2 meters long and 
9.15 meters wide. It is more or 
less oval on the plan and has a 
Pointed bottom. The decks con- 
sist of two or three plies ofrwood. 
The material used for the bottom 
and sides is mostly fir，pine or 
camphor wood which still shows a 
clear grain. Judging from the 
jength,， breadth and depth of the 
boat，archaeologists place the 
load capacity at about 200 tons. 
RELICS 
Among the abundant relics in 
theboat are quantities of essence 
and medicine believed to be part 
ofthe cargo. Identifiable finds in- 
clude fragrant wood， pepper，

“It is a very complex printing 
process that requires a great deal 
of expertise,” he said.“you dont 
find forgers outside Hong Kong 
Using the intaglio method.” 

SEIZURES

gle _ and police seizures were 
limited to only four or five in the 
past five years.
